REMARKS 2QQq 



This petition is submitted in accordance with 37 C.F.R. 1.48(a) to convert the above- 
identified application from an application of Ningning Miao, Monica Wang, Nagesh K. 
Mahanthappa, and Kevin Pang to an application of Ningning Miao, Monica Wang, Nagesh K. 
Mahanthappa, Kevin Pang, and Ping Jin. Ping Jin was inadvertently omitted from the inventorship 
from the Application as filed due to Applicants 1 mistake. The omission of Ping Jin as inventor 
occurred without deceptive intent. 



An earlier petition to amend inventorship was filed under 1.48(c) due to Applicants' 
oversight, namely that claims added by the Amendment filed therewith were directed to subject 
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matter invented in part by Ping Jin and claimed in the application as filed. For this reason, the change 
of inventorship should have been petitioned under 37 C.F.R. 1 .48(a), rather than 1 .48(c). Applicants 
hereby correct this error and properly petition under 37 C.F.R. 1 .48(a) to add the name of Ping Jin 
as inventor of the subject matter claimed in the referenced application.
